Prime Mlnliiter Churchill and President 
Truman offered fresh proposals because they 
know Iran Is In difficult financial straits 
through loss of mnrkelK for Its oil. The west 
could use the oil. But the prlmiiry Impulse 
toward settlement Is the fear that a tottering 
Iranian economy might make the nation easy 
prey to a Moscow-inspired communist coup. 

These problems, of course, have existed all 
along. The OhurchlU-Tniman offer at this 
time suggests that the west feels Mossadegh 
might be more approachable now that ho has 
felt the heavy financial pressure ol the past 
several montlfs, 

But Mossadegh has shown no sign of readi- 
ness to give way. He knows the west trembles 
at the prospect his government might col- 
lapse and ba replaced by a red regime. There- 
fore he aeems to feel that tim^ is. oh his 
side, that If he can Just hold out long enough 
the west will concede hla full terms. 
' Those terms are , stiff. Undoubtedly ho 
wants a much bigger loan from America 
than the 10 million dollars proposed now by 
Mr. Truman. More than that, In his antt- 
Brltlah fury he wanjs absolutely no conces- 
sion of any sort to tho British who built and 
managed the Iranian oil facilities and now 
find themselves out In the cold. 

The Churchill-Truman plan would sub- 
mit all questions of compensation to the 
British for settlement by the world court. 
Mossadegh has rejectfed that solution flatly. 

As a matter of fact, he has publicly rejected 
the whole program In a drastic, three-page 
statement that appeared to shut the door to 
future negotiations. But, in accord with past 
practices, Iranian officials have at the same 
time privately attempted to keep the door 
to negotiations open. 



TRUMAN AND HISTORY 

One of President Truman's favorite per- 
formonees is to tell press conference report- 
ers to go look at their history. 

If reporters would Just go see how things 
were handled when conditions were thus 
and so, they would know at once how mat- 
ters stood today, and how they were being 
handled. In other word.s, there are none so 
dumb as those who will not learn from the 
lessons of history. 

Following this no-doubt-good advice. It Is 
Interesting to read a few pages from a handy 
little maroon-colored, paper-backed booklet 
called, "A Short History of OPA." 

It was published by the government In 
1047. Its purpose was to servo as a guide for 
future generations that might get Involved 
In a national defense economy, so that they 
wouldn't make tho same mistakes that wore 
made during World war 11 and after. 

OPA, for the benefit of those who may 
havo grown up since 1947, was the office of 
price administration, forerunner to OPS— 
the office of price .•itnbUlziitlon of today.

The meeting brought to ■ close 
the most sensational development 
this far In the presidential cam- 
paign as NUon received his chlel's 
public bleuilng In a dramatic re- 
union at Wheeling airport. 

'Ike" and his running mate, to- 
gether with Knowland and Califor- 
nia Rep. Pat Hillings, discussed the 
strategy for the > remainder of the 
conte.it behind drawn blinds of the 
ZUenhowtr irnJn in Whrellnjr sta- 
tion. Nixon left for his hotel without 
comment when the session ended. 

'In the last tour or five days T 
think (he balnnce has turned In our 
favor," Knowland declared. "This Is 
particularly true If public attention 
remains focu.ued on Governor Bte- 
vsnion and his refusal to disclose 
tha tacU on his Illinois fund." 

The senior California senator 
credited Nixon's television appear- 
ance with a "terrific Impact," He 
cautioned, however, that a long Ume 
remains before the election and the 
situation Is still "In » high sUte of 
flux." 

Knowland Hew from Hawaii 
earlier this week when the Nixon 
case became a major Issue. He ha.i 
served since as a special adviser to 
Elsenhower. 

Reviewing the campaign to date, 
the Calltornlan esUmated that west- 
em feeling gave "Ike" the edge In 
the opening pha.ie. Reports since 
the Nixon Incident, he said, Indi- 
cated tlie overwhelming .-ientlmcnt 
that has been demonstrated In the 
past. 

"I traveled through Oregon, Wash- 
ington. Idaho and Wnshlgton before 
going to Hawaii and 1 thought Uien 
we wero nhead," Knowland sold. 

A* for hh own state, he said Uie 
pre-Nlxon situation [xiliited to "the 
closest election since IDlfl," Like 
Other WMtem states, he said. Cali- 



fornia now has milled to the support 
of lis Junior senntor. 

While avoldlnK direct comment on i 
the. train parley, Knowland's re- 
marks made It certain thnt the 
counter-atlncks on Stevenson will be 
pressed by "Ike" In the east and 
Nixon In the west. , 

And another definite trend was 
found In Elsenhower's speech at 
Wheeling's Island stadium. It was 
almost Ignored In ''^\\t- emotion 
aroused tiy Nixon's arrival. 

The Democrats, "Ike ' charged In 
the key section of a "unity" declara- 
tion, "most generously advise me 
which senators I sliould work with 
and which I should disown. 

"Just what kind of people do these 
admlnl.itration Democrat.i think we 
are?" he aaked. "To hear them tolk. 
you would think the Republican 
party was something I Invented and 
they own, that they can dIcUte to 
me a courae of action and Republi- 
can candidates will fall In line. Let 
US be thonUul that Republicans 
think for themselves." 

The speech opparently ended 
"Ike's" earlier attcmpta to enlist 
Independent support by -securing 
specific endorsements of Senators 
McCarthy, Jenner and Kem. The 
nominee put this new policy into 
effect during the day Wednesday 
when he went -flatly on the record 
for former Sen. Chapman Rever- 
comb. West Virginia, who opposed 
the Marshall plan and was cold- 
shouldered by Dewey In 1B4B.
